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VICTORY FOR THE SISTERS! 



Hon. James J. Fitzgerald's Magnificent Address to the Jury Exposes the Outrageous 

Persecution of Burch, Smith, and Their Sneaking Cohorts. 



The cue of the notoriont Hattie Moore 
ilpdMt th* SUtenand Convent of the 
Good 8hepb«fd wm givm to the jnry in 
Judge Gordon*! conrt Wedneidny after- 

noon, and the verdict wat for the noMe 
women who are devoting tbdr Uvea lo 
works of charity and the reclamation of 
God's fallen. Great interest w8« L-'ani- 
fested in the trial, wliicli lasted nearly 
three days and was ably fought for the 
Sisters by Messrs. Kinuey and Fitzgerald. 
William T. Bnrch and Dr. D. T. Smith, 
who for aoaM yMra bave been persecute 
iag the Statetn, rtpnaenUd the Moore 
woman. They wm dt^Mrate in their 
attempt to mulct the Siatera of fSfi.OOO. 
but thanks to the manhood of Kentucky 
they were foiled in their daaUrdly 
attempt. Those two worthies have here- 
tofore received notice in these coUinins, 
but in this case their conduct and ulter- 
UOia were moat outraKeous and horrible. 
The man Smith, sometimes called "Deli- 
rtaa Tr«n«na" Smith, has by some 
maana been admitted to practice at the 
bar, and In thia, hia firat appearance, he 
made the moat vile and lying aaaanlt 
upon the womanhood of Kcntncky erar 
uttered by man, never atopping nntil he 
painted most foully our Girla' High 
School and the female educational insti 
tntioDS of the State. Burch appeared 
VBCOuth and dirty, and in every move- 
ment ahowed malice and hatred. The 
two calumniated thit which was good. 
It remained for the Uon. James J. Fili- 
gerald, however, to take their measure, 
and thia he did in an addresa to the jury 
prtmonnced one of the greateat and moat 
.Mnter**^ MB fc^iJtofthat tmnit of 
Jttstic. 

So great was the interest that the court 
room was thronged when the verdict was 
returned. Three members, Gus Lortz, 
the planing mill man; Louis Kleidcrer, 
the tailor, and Edward Grauman, woulil 
not attach their namea to the verdict, 
which waa aigned by the other nine, 
Meaa'ra. Jamea B. Hardy, William Hinkle, 
WUliam AUgeier, John B. Campbell, 
Henry Gray, Prank Koenig, Bernard 
Schaepera, Alex Myera and George H. 
WehmhofT. 

This case was horrible throughout, but 
that the Christi m \wo\>\e of Kentucky 
may form a faint idea of the depths to 
which this vile persecntion descends, we 
feel joatified in giving nearly all of Mr. 
Titi«erald'a powerful plea, kindly taken 
byUtmn. Walker, Williama & hoag- 
Btreet Pirat thanking Judge Gordon for 
his impartial ruliogaand f atmeaa and the 
jury for its patience and attention, the 
gifted young Irish-American said: 

Gentlemen of the jury, you recall 
that in the opening statement of this case 
the gentleman who has just taken his 
aeat unfolded a tale of such harrowing 
detaila that they challenged your cre- 
dnlity, and that I was privileged to 
follow him and to make the bold aUte- 
nunt that w« wonU neat thoae chargea 
with but a iiugle aentenoa, and that waa 
to aay that they were aa black and faale 
as hell itself. A bold statement! A bold 
statement, gentlemen, to make before I 
asked you to listen to one word of my 
proof; one that should be made with 
caution. But I was so confident of my 
canae, ao^nvinced was I of the truth of 
my defeaae, tbilt I aaid it fearleaaly and 
boldly. And Mw, at the conduaion, I 
idterate that the chargea on which they 
have btonght tbeae cnltorad women from 
theqniet and nnetity of their doiater 
into this court room are aa black and 
false as conld be inspired by the low- 
est, the very lowest depths apd infln- 
encee of hell itself. And I have proven 
that by their own witnesses. At the con- 
dnaion of thia brief sUtement I shall ask 
■t yonr handa a verdict for the defendant, 
not aa a oowlaay, not aa a privilege, but 
aa a right ibaU I deautad it at your 



I hamlialettcd to atraagc doctrlnea in 
thia cue. I have liatened to oonnael 
}nat announce to this jury that a woipaa 

privileged to be married, and then de- 
prived in the brief period of three weeka 
of her husband, has had fired in her 
those passions that she can not restrain, 
but forsooth must run like the cattle of 
the field— nay, nay, not like the cattle 
of the field, bnt like that lower animal, 
the depraved human being— and aatiate 
her Ivat. Not for my client alone, but 
for yonr aiatera and danghtera, for yonr 
wivca and for womanhood in Kentncky. 
I aay that ia a lie pure and aimple, and 
of a piece with the alanderons, con- 
aciencless case that the arm of the court 
baa brought you from your business to 
oonaider. • ♦ * I have heard in this 
IcMon the new doctrine that syphilis is 
faabionable and that it carries with it no 
diaqaalification; that it is no badge of 
dialMNtor, hot may be looked for at any 
time in any place— in the person of the 
numlT husband or in the conatitution of 
the poxtt loyal and tnutiac wife. Gen- 



tlemen, I am unwilling to accept that 
doctrine, ao repulsive and horrible is it 
to my aenae of manhood and to my 
knowledge and acquaintance with the 
men whom I am privileged to call and 
addreaa aa my frienda; and aa far aad aa 
vebementli aa I may properly and 
orderly doit I reaent and repudiate that 
doctrine. 

Mr. ritzgerald then turned his atten- 
tion to the plaintiff, who was absent, 
j We are told, said he, that she is sick, 
' this woman; that she is weary this morn- 
ing; that she haa passed through an 
ordeal the like of which abe acarcely 
antidpated. I am willing to accept the 
atatement aa tme that the plaintiff ia in 
deed aick thia morning. I am aho will- 
ing to believe that abe oorridera, as do 
her counsel, that no treatment, even if 
tier statements were true, she received 
at the hands of her benefactors, that no 
punishment, do beating with straps or 
sticks or stones or clubs, is comparable 
to that which she suffered while she was 
plaintiff in this case, sitting ujwn that 
atand and aitting in thia court room. Bnt 
what made licr aick? What canaed lur 
pain? What caoaad bar angniah? It waa 
the laah of truth that cut her, that cut 
her otherwise impenetrable cuticle and 
made her wince and writhe, and now, 
believing that there is a vestige of hu- 
manity in her constitutton, I am wMling 
to accept as true that she is sick and 
sore, having been subjected to the lash 
of truth and compelled to confront it. 

Gentlemen of the jury, why waa It 
necBBiary that tbeae detaila that amell to 



yon ittppoao 

of the Good Shepherd, around whoae 

charge with angelic charity they throw 
the mantle of obscurity to hide from the 
curious and uncharitable gaze of the 
cruel world— do you suppose that these 
good and faithful followers of their name- 
sake, the Goo<l Shepherd, have wantonly 
and recklessly torn the veil that covers 
thia horrible creature and expoaej her 
to yon? Don't yon know, gentlemen, la 
the ' biatory of the inatitntion, as it was 
deUiled by the oflSlcera of the inatitntion, 
hundreds of women have been received 
and cared for and housed and maintained 
and sheltered, reformed and reclaimed, 
and sent out into the world to become 
honorable wives and devoted and loyal 
mothers, whose secrets are locked behind 
the aealed lipa of the Sisters of the Good 
Shepherd, in their warm and conaecrated 
heafta, never to be revealed by them 
natll they ataad before onr oodiBioa Ood, 
who will aummon us all, yon and I, to 
render an account of every act and word 
and deed and thought? But it was neces- 
sary, gentlemen of the jury, wlieii you 
were recjuired by the power of the law to 
sit in this jury box in this case, that you 
ahonld know whose cause yon were try- 
ing, and it was a duty that I owed you— 
faUiBg ia it I would be recreant— ao far 
aa my poor feeble powera permitted me 
to ahow you who the waa ia order that 
yon might kaow whoaa canae yon were 
trying. 

The proof in this case baffles belief — on 
the one band that in the human race 
there is such depravity, on the other 
band that among the human race in our 
own town and community there are such 
women aa are the Sisters of the Good 
Shepherd. May I aak yon, la it poaaible 
that there ia ahy or many or few women 
reared in famUiea aa good aa yonra or 
mine, bora ol fathera aad motbera the 
pecra of yonra and mine, that will turn 
away from their father's door, and look- 
ing only to God say, "Master, point out 
the way in which I may serve you faith- 
fully, and all that I have, all I have re- 
ceived from your bountiful hands- 
strength and life, talents and virtue — I 
will oonaecrate until my dying day." 
And conceive the Maater reapoad* 
ing to the trembling 
••Oanghtn. if you will 
pure ol miad and pure of heart, go into 
the highwaya and the bywaya <k the pop- 
nlons dtiea— not upon the broad and 
fashionable avenues of those commun- 
ities, but in the slums and gutters, in the 
mire — and reach your gentle maiden 
hand and bid a fallen sister rise, and take 
her home and live with her and feed her 
and clothe her, when every other door in 
the face of the Christian world is closed 
agaiaat her, when the lechery of man and 
the paaa i d a of the bmte have ceaaad to 
need her, when tlM aagro repndiatea her 
and will no more of her, wbea her body is 
reeking with disease aad • ttMfp of fester- 
ing sores — take her in and feed her and 
counsel her ami cure her and restore her 
again to the world, a better and a purer 
woman." "Master, ihy will be done. 
I am but a virgin, youug, inexperienced; 
the comforts of my father's home bid me 
to remain. Bnt if thia be thy will that I 
follow this vocation, thy will be done. 
I go bcaoe and couaccrate all that you 



have given me until you shall summon 
me to the great eternity and measure out 
to me the joya of eternity only in com- 
parison with the meaaure with which I 
have discharged my duty." And then 
tliat woBiaa aeparatca beraalf aad ob- 
acnrea the beauty of btr face aad the 
symmetry of her figure with a ana'a veil 
and a nun's habit, and in order that all 
pride may be eliminated from her nature 
forgets and discards her own father's 
name, and assumes the name of a relig- 
ious nun, in order that if any good may 
be worked it may not be directly attribut- 
able to her own personality. * 

Did yon believe or did you know that 
there were audi women? Did yoa kaow 
that they lived ia yoar own community? 
Did yon know that for yeara, dace the 
oldest of you w're prattling boys, that 
here in your town such consecrated vir- 
gins were working out what they believed 
to be the mission imposed upon them by 
God himself? Men, I say to you their 
name is the Sisters of the Good Shepherd 
^miutiog that which made the Saviour, 
the peer of all peraonalitiea that have 
ever appeared ia biatory. Aad great aad 
divine aa I hold bim aad teccg aiae him, 
I say that ia all hia ministry he never 
assumed such beauty of character, to 
rise above himself, if it be not irreligious 
to say it, as when lie bent down over the 
fallen Magdalen and lifted her from her 
vice and sin to be perpetuated in the 
history of his life; and there now stands 
ont throughout the pages of Holy Scrip- 
ture ao name with auch brilliancy and 
such luatr» aa the name of Mary Mag- 

Utlag ttiat oae fifcaae oTBa avtae lUt, 
aad tliia plaiatiff oomea iato thia court 
and asks you to go down to the inatitn- 
tion that they maintain for the purposes 
of tlieir mission and raze the buildings 
and scatter tlieir work and paralyze the 
hand of mercy and to steei the heart of 
charity. The women who spend their 
lives here, as was teatified by the wit- 
nesses, without a aingle cent of compen- 
aation,. though they live to be a hundred, 
aever are paid a aiagle oeat They 
simply get the food that aonriahea thdr 
body iu order that they may diacharge 
these works of charity. They get the 
clothing that covers their persons, and 
the sole and only compensation is that 
they bave made a compict between 
themselvea and God and they will 
neither ask nor receive more. 

Gentlemen of the juiy, in this fight 
yoa have the aiatera of the Good Shep- 
heed on the ooe aide and the plaintiff on 
the other. Aad the plaiatiff, who ia ahe? 
Shall I tell yon? Did die not heraelf 
relate the story? A character the paral- 
lel of which I have never had the mis- 
fortune lo meet. Vomiteil from the 
tMwels of Hardin county, this creature is 
brought to the tender Sisters of the Good 
Shepherd and nourished and fed, housed 
and sheltered and protected for all these 
yeara, to be ooafroated ia a court of jna- 
tiee to reader aa aflconat for it TUa 
creature tliat came from Hardin ooaaty 
rotten, covered with a maaa of aorea. 
Although the aiatera iatuitively might 
shrink from the scene and fail and refuse 
to touch her, they remembered the 
promise to the God they expect to meet, 
and they took the creature, covered with 
running sores, into thdr house, and feed, 
maintain and cure and waah her for the 
peroid of nine long tediona months, and 
continued thdr efforta to improve bta in 
hahita of morality aad of daoeacy. Oh, 



I would act for aa laifteat aay aught 
against the Siatera of the Good Shepherd; 
but if I were tempted to do so it would be 

to say: "Sisters, glorious are the reforma- 
tions you have worked. Gfxl alone 
knows their number and their extent. 
But into your kindly institution and 
under yonr divine influence there came 
one from whom yon conld not drive the 
aevea devils, and her name la Hattie 
Moon, the pldatiff in this caae." 

After tdling the jury they were dragged 
into court he turned hia attention to the 
woman's perjury. In the light of your 
knowledge of her character, listen lo her 
story. She tells you when she was aske<l, 
"Were you not before you were married 
an inmate of the poor bouse?" "No" 
she says with bold effrontery. "Did you 
not leave the poor house one of the many 
times and marry a man and consort with 
him for three or eix weeks, aad agdn be 
reooBuaitted a|d aa laeiq^ of the poor 
house?" "No.'^Bhe hnrla. "And were 
yon not caught in the public town, the 
known and recognized strumpet, plying 
your trade, and after a piece of debanchery 
that the court would not permit u» lo 
name, and I did not name, were you not 
confronted by the County Judge, when 
by reason of your depravity you were 
caught nearly half dead and recommitted 
to the poor taonse?" "No," she hurls. I 
could scarcely antidpate anch perjury 
even from thia bold creature, bnt aa aa 



act, I believe, inspired almost by Provi- 
dence, I went down into Hardin county 
on a mission of Investigation, and I 
brought here to you, gentlemen of the 
jury, and I owed it to you— I owe yon the 
best I have in me, poor as it is, to bring 
the truth to your attention— I went down 
iato Bardin conntykad brought up the 
County Judge, who^ testimony was read 
to you. I regret y<Mir inability to have 
seen him upon the stand and to have 
heard his testimony, hut you read his 
deposition, iu which he says she was 
frequently conintitied by order of bis 
court aa aa inmate' to the poor house, 
although she swore ^ you, gentlemen of 
the jury, that she wtii-bnt acaaual visitor. 
Mow she knew aa wall as you know that 
thia la daylight wlBther that was true 
or falae, aad die alWlaJ under the aolem- 
nity of an oath to idl yon a falsehood 
and injure her already blackened soul. I 
also went down into Hardin county and 
brought from there the keeper of the poor 
bouse who was then'tu charge — .Mr. Dun- 
can. I was glad indeed of his ability to 
remdn over the aeoted day of the trial in 
order that yoa ttlriP *oe him, in orde( 
that yoa Blight jm i i i r from the eap raa- 
doa of Ilia face ^pae iadicaa aa to the 
truth or faldty of -(any statement, and 
you saw him and H saw him, and yon 
must have been convinced, as I was con- 
vince<l, that she entered there repeate<Uy 
as an inmate, and that he had sought 
ineffectually to procure her a home, ami 
that by reason of her black reputation 
she could not succeed, and that he 
gladly, when he heaid of the bare poad 



uiaatita^ that ««Ma Mke maA 
depraved cr e a t ni e, aaafed it ^o her, 
and he brought her to the Sisters of the 

Good Siiepherd. "Did you come will- 
ingly or unwillingly? Were you forced 
to come.' ' "I was fourteen years of age, 
though a deserted grass widow" — four- 
teen years of age. a grass widow and the 
town's strumpet. "Did you come will- 
iagly?" "Tbcf eoMaltad with nyfatber 
who haa the right aad caatody aad eoa- 
trol of Ilia drildrea, aad whee be aaid it' 
woald be the beat place I came with 
them." Bnt tm direct examination, 
under the influence of counsel, no doubt, 
in this case she stated ^h^^ she came un- 
willingly. Now which statement do you 
believe? Do you believe Judge Gardner, 
who has no knowledge of Iht Maters of 
the Good Shepherd, save aa any good 
dtiaea may bava qraipatby? Do you 
baHeM Mr. Daacaa, who caaie up from 
Haidia oonaty, wha haa ao aympathy 
with the Sisters of the Good Shepherd, 
save that be may bave the sympathy of 
any good citizen' Do you lielieve the 
woman upon the stand who has already 
one perjury to her credit? Whom do you 
believe? Did they not both say that she 
came willingly, that they counseled her 
that it was the only place, and that finally 
ahe came in pursuance to the arrangement 
with her fother? Do yoa lacall how that 
wbea die waa r ecdved, Mr. Daacaa waa 
aaked concerning her physical condition? 
"Why, I know nothing about that, we 
bad the county doctors to do it— we had 
the doctors to inspect them," and said 
Mr. Burch or his colleague, "Have you 
beard of any?" They ask the question. 
"Oh, yes, I beard about it. I heard about 
the sores running upon her legs and the 
sores in her month." "Who told yoa?" 
"The doctor." Here the speaker waa 
interrupted by botth Burch aad SaiithT 
who were quickly aqaddied. 

And now, gentlemen of the jury, if 
there is any doubt concerning her physi- 
cal condition, name all the witnesses in 
this case who saw her and recall their 
answers. Would you believe, as against 
that creature, the saintly Sister Paul, 
who for thirty-two long years lived down 
with those creatures in her efforts to re- 
form them? Would ycra bdieve that the 
aaintly Slater Paul, who haa been seat to 
other fielda to p c if uiiii the same work of 
mercy, or would you believe the pUintiff 
in thia caae? Will yon deny the truth of 
Dr. Doherty'a atatemeat? What interest 
has he, gentlemen? Knowing it as you 
know it and as I know it, his professional 
and social standing in this community, 
what interest hag he with«ne fell stroke 
to destroy it? Do yon for an instant be- 
lieve it? Do you discredit the nurse 
who nursed ber and washed her festering 
aorea with her own handa and adminia- 
tered the madid ae with ber own handa — 
do yoa baUeve itf Do yoa believe the 
other three girla who were there wbea 
ahe came, Mary Parker aad the other 
two — do you believe that' they perjured 
themselves? They have since atjseuted 
themselves from the Home of the Good 
Shepherd and through its influence have 
become trusted domestics in the one case 
and in the other case have attained the 
honorable podtioa of governess, living 
away and acparate'and apart from the 
Home of the Good Shepherd, one coming 



from Covington, far removed from their 
influence, and the other from over back 
of Indianapolis, to testify tbst they saw 
it and they knew it. 

Gentlemen, I can readily aadentand 
that yon will believe it waa ao little 
trouble to go hither aad yoa all over the 
country to get tbeae witneasea, but I owed 
it to you, and I have discharged my duty. 
I owed you my best efforts to bring every 
scintilla of evidence to your attention to 
prove what I have charged, and I 
brought them from the most distant 
parts. "Were yon sore — were yon dck?' • 
' No," she hnrla, "I acvtr waadck. I 
never had a aore upon me. I never waa 
treated or had the horrible diaeaae. 
Whom do you bdieve? If you believe 
aix or eight witaeaaea, induding Dr. 
Doherty, may not be believed, then 
there is no room for me in this court 
house nor for the clients I represent. If 
you will t>elieve this woman with already 
two perjuries to her credit or to her dis- 
credit - if you will believe her as against 
Dr. Doherty, as against Sister Panl, as 
against the nurse and her aasodates, 
then indeed my efforts have been futile. 
Bat if yoa believe theai, aa I apprehend 
yoa do, did aot that woeiaa kaow that 
she lay for nine months ia the coUs of 
deadly disease? Didn't ahe know it just 
ss you know that this is daylight? 
Couldn't she h^ve said, "\'es" or "No," 
and wasn't the opportunity presented 
lier. and didn't she elect under oath to 
>iiii ! the third falsehood at yoar jadg- 
ment and at yonr attention? 

Gentlemen, am I fair in this matter? Am 

Aitt 1 diiiiHrtlag the avItMed^ Am I in 
the dighteat degree abndng the privilege 
that I have of addresdpg and arguing to 
you? Don't you know just as well as I 
do that that woman hurled those false- 
hoods in your face? When Mr. Stnith, 
her counsel, opened this case, I now call 
it to your attention, for when a wan 
makes an opening statement to yon in 
the jury box it ia not a bit different from 
what it would be if be aiade it to yoa ia 
yoar office — you will aspect him to make 
it good. Or, if I may be allowed to use 
a colloquial expression, you will require 
him lo "deliver the goods." Gentlemen, 
Dr. Smith unfolded to you a tale of tor- 
ture, and with his fingers on his own 
countenance indicated lo you how this 
girl had been gagged with a stick in her 
mouth, and how with window cord lashes 
her hands were tied behind her back, and 
that her body waa atripped to her waid, 
aad that the blood nui from ber body In 
streaaM. Dida't he tell you that these 
Slaters of the Good Shepherd, seeing the 
girl whom she was with dying of con- 
sumption, and because only the poor girl 
had burst a blood vessel, that the Sister 
hauled off and hit her in her dying face? 
Didn't he tell you so? Didn't he tell 
yon how this little Sister who walks upon 
a crutch and is sizty-aeven yeara of age, 
Jaat thia high, aa-the pldatiff beradf 
tedified, would frequently haul off aad 
hit her in the mouth aad leave partidea 
of her lip upon ber tedh, and that in 
order to prevent the flesh leaving ber 
lips, drew her teeth from her iiiouth, 
that she might the better do it? Didn't 
be tell you how these Sisters took ber 
and almost drowned her at thdr direc- 
tion? Dida't he tell yon this aad more? 
Why dida't yon "ddiver the gooda" aad 
prove evea oae of thoae atatoaieata to 
thia jmy? Aad may I now be pardoaed, 
gentleiaaa, if I exhibit seal ia reapoadiag 
to bim that the oaly defeaae we have In 
this caae waa to write under the charge, 
"It is abaolntely, totdly without founda- 
tion, false and untrue." And you, sworn 
men, yon must echo that defense, be- 
cauie the witne.ss herself was upon the 
stand and told you that only once did 
Sister Paul cnrrnct her, whereas Sister 
PanVa recollection waa that ahe waa 
forced to oonrect her twice. laat that 
ia the proof? Ia there aay proof that 
theee Siatera ever approached or ever 
thought of or coacdved of the horrible 
deeds detdled in the fslae statements 
that were charged against them in this 
opening statement? Gentlemen of the 
jury, assuming that the witness, the 
plaintiff iu the case, by reason of her 
black falsehoods and perjury, is ont of 
the caae and that she is out of yonr oon- 
dderation^ ao far aa the facta concerning 
her detention or her reception or bar dis- 
cbarge from that iaatltatioa are ooa- 
ceraed, I have very little dae to aay of 
her. Now, the court in this esse has 
given you the law. It ia a gui'ting light 
that you gentlemen shall use in reading 
and considering the evidence in the caae. 
Here the instructions weie read. 

Gentlemen of the jury, the court says 
that you must first bdieve that she was 
confined agdnst her will; and bdore yon 
can do it you must write acroaa the open 
countenancea of Jndge Gardner and Mr. 
Doaoan, the words "falsehood aad per- 



jurer." You must, notwithstanbing the 
long list of perjuries through which she 
has wallowed in this case, accept her as 
the highed expression of truth, and that 
she waa ooafined agrinst her will. But I 
have alao brought yon other evidence in 
thia eaae, geatletnea of the jury. I went 
to ladlaaapotis for Sider Paul, who was 
in charge of the class for thirty -two long 
years, and I brought her lure oi) her 
crutch. She tells yen thai ijlaiiitifT 
never asked lo be turned out of that 
place, except tliat they would get her a 
home, and that the sister re-^lied ' In 
conscience, child, I can not recommend 
you to a home where there is a family of 
young g)rls; I can not do it jn conscience. 
But. child, if you will mend your man- 
ners — if you will correct your nameless 
crimes," — the horrible things concerning 
which she winds up by stating, this crea 
ture was a moral pervert — "if you will 
stop your moral perversion, if you stop 
stealing and chewing tobacco and cursing 
and using lewd and horrible language, I 
will try, if there be a person somewhere 
intheconntry togdyonahome." Did she 
do it? Did Slater Panl do it? Didn't 
ahe make good her proodae? She wrote 
aad abe implored a womaa la the coun- 
try to take ber. Here is the letter, and 
here is the answer: "Don't under any 
conceivable set of circumstances send lo 
my family or to the part of the country 
in which I reside that vile and unspeak- 
able creature whom you have in your 
place, Hattie Moore.

Do you for an 
instant believe--and I read from the 
record of the stenographer, and it will be 
confirmed by your recollection— that 
until she abandoned the idea of 
securing a place, carrying with it the 
benediction of the Sisters' reoommenda- 
tion, that she remained thtre ia order 
that she might wia aad retda the confi- 
dencca of the Siatera of the Good Shep- 
herd?

and brought her hack. Who pnimcd her? 
The public police offiqers puianad her. 
And why did they pursue her? Because it 
was the law, and I read to you from the 
.statute books, and was not repealed until 
the enactment of the new city charter in 
\H'Jl, that that institution was a place 
into which were committed by the proper 
tribunal of this city, the Police Court, all 
prostitutes under twenty-one years of 
age. Waa she a proatitute? Was she 
luider twenty-one yaara of age? She 
atatea it herself. That thay be committed 
and retained nntil they became of age, 
and that it was a puniahable offense, with 
a fine of not less than $50 nor more than 
('JOO, to aid in the escape of any snch 
inmate. Sister Paul says: "Yes, that 
was tnie. We used to do it when the 
mandate of the law compelled us to do it, 
but since that law waa repealed we have 
not done ao." Can you for a moment, in 
antidpatkm that connael will invoke this 
law, can yon bdiavc for an inatant in the 
face of her teatimony that it had any 
application to this creature? "Slater Paul, 
was this woman an advantage or a disad 
vantage to your institution?" Truth and 
duty compelled her to open her lips and 
she says: ",Slie was positively a disad- 
vantage, and in all niy long experience of 
forty-seven years she stands alone as 
being the worst type of human creature 
— a moral pervert" 

Deprecating any trifling with ths jury, 
be tore intoahreda the plea for damages 
The measure of damages— oh! horrible to 
believe — the measure of damages, says 
counsel in this case, or one of the meas- 
ures of damages, is that because during 
these years that she herself remained in 
the institution she was deprived of the 
opportunity to engage in the horrible 
crimes that blackened her aonl before she 
came there and after aba left; that is 
the maasnra of damagaa, and he aeeks to 
proatitnte the aaered name of motherhood 
in connection with ^t, and says because 
perhaps she was deprived of sooher being 
a mother that you shall loot the Convent 
of the Good Shephenl. Oh, strange doc- 
trines indeed have I listened to in this 
case, that because this woman, remaining 
there for the reason that she herself 
designates and testifiea to. because her 
opportunities for wallowing in the horri- 
ble crime of lechery ware cnt off, that 
you are to pay bar for it- Oh, Provi- 
dence, our Common Father, I am not 
ashamed nor afraid here and now to say 
that in your inscrutable ways it passes 
niy undertanding that these saintly 
women, who are following the course that 
you yourself marked out for them, 
should be compelled to come into this 
court room and have thia evidence 
poured into their virgin eara, and have 
thim ait and anffer it But the answer 
cornea back, "I aent my only Son into 
the world, and upon hiaaacrad broW the 
mercileaa thorna were p r essed and 
pierced bis bead, and in his sacred hands 
the cruel nails were driven, and after He 
had given up all that heaven itself could 
give him in the ^hajie of humanity. He 
bowed his sacre<l head, and, not yet 
satisfied, they pierced his dead aide and 
let out the last drop of blood that coursed 
in hia vdna." Inacrntable indeed, oh, 
God, arc thy wayl. And Siatara, anffer- 
Ing with humiliation and pain as you 
are, the only oonaolatlon the jury and 
myself can bring you ia to say: "Look 
upon the p'erced brow of your Master. 
Set- his lacerated form, his pierced hands, 
his open side, and say 'Welcome be the 
will of God. Not my will, but thy will, 
be done. ' " 

I stated to yon, gentlemen, with some 
little feeling, that I was asking a verdict 
for thia defendant not as a courtesy, not 
as s privilege, but as a right I would 
aak the jury a favor. I will ask the jury 
one favor, and that ia when yon go to 
your jury room see to it that not sixty 
secondj elapse before you nnanimoualy 
proclaim to the world your disapproval 
of this hell-hatched prosecution. 
Imitate Providence in approving the 
course of these courageous women, 
who, without a cent of expense 
to the lixp.iyefs of this or any other 
community, maintain and house the 
proatltntea of the town ai^ reform them, 
pick np the walfa upon tba street and 



rear ami educate them, and take the way- 
ward and the incorrigable not yet fallen 
into sin but on the very brink, take them 
in to the extent of ninety-five in one 
class and fifty-five in another, and with- 
out a single cent of compensation take 
the proatltntea of our community, tfae 
offal of our lechery, the waifa, the way- 
ward, as a result of their long lives of 
sacrifice, and with no compensation ex- 
cept the food to sustain their bodies for 
the purpose of effectuating it -say to 
these women, "We did not heretofore 
know you. It is a revelation as high 
and brilliant on the one side as it is 
black and damnable on the other." And 
then I will say to the Slaters that "It was 
the will of God that your conduct and your 
miaaion might be pnt out Ifl comparison 
with the lowest of the low; that the 
knowledge may come into this commun- 
ity that you take such as them into your 
homes, and feed and clotlie and protect 
them in the name of Him who is the 
father of all, regardless of sect or crejd." 

Gentk'Mit'M, am I aaking too much iu 
this favor that I wish at your bands that 
when you go into the jury room and as 
soon as the door ia locked behind you 
yotrdo not permit aixty aeconda to elapse 
in rendering a verdict for thia defendant, 
so that it will be announced to the world, 
that it will be announced to this prosecu- 
tion, this hellish persecution, that in a 
civilized community such things can not 
go on withoulTtheir just deserts?
